“Weight is the only way Citation can be beaten,” one horseman 
said recently. “He can’t be beaten by another horse carrying the 
same weight. In golf you get stroke handicaps. But they don’t put 
a heavy sack on your back. 

“If Citation wins the $100,000 race with 132 pounds they'll keep 
en piling up the weight until he hasn't a chance. In any true 
championship test there should only be weight for age. There 
should also be a limit.” 

“I don’t like the idea of big races being decided by handi- 
cappers,” another horseman said, “but I can’t see any other way 
and still have handicap races. It was the 14 extra pounds he was 
carrying that beat Citation the other day--not Miche. But the 
handicapper did a fine job because they finished only a neck 
apart. As long as there must be weight handicapping the big 
idea must be to level them off. But there should be some sort 
of limit.” 

It will be interesting to see what will happen to Citation 

if he wins his next two races out here. He will carry 132 
for the big one — the $100,000 event. I'm not sure he can 
give Two Lea 18 pounds and beat her. Two Lea is one of 
the great fillies of all time. Dr. Strub, a smart horseman 
and Santa Anita’s mandarin, says she is the greatest filly 
that ever lived—not barring Regret, Busher, t Tear 
or any other mare. 

“Two Lea stands alone,” the good doctor says. “This goes for 
speed, stamina, gameness and rugged fitness.” 

If it can be done, Int ‘Lalumet will elect to let Citation 
win in pursuit of $1,000,000. “not? Not tiany horses will ever 
have a shot at a million. Citation can add another $40,000 on 
Saturday and the $100,0000 on Feb. 25 will lift him over a million. 
We'll have a number of answers in the next two weeks, but the 
odds are that Calumet will leave here with most of the swag.

‘Kremlin's Timetable Stepped Up 


WASHINGTON—The evidence is increasing daily that the Soviet 
timetable has moved into a new phase. As one authority puts it, 
the Kremlin has now passed the point that Hitler passed with the 
reoccupation of the Rhineland. The Kremlin is now beginning the 
phase of accelerated preparatory action—of picking off the exposed 
salients before attacking the main positions—that Hitler began with 
the invasion of Austria. 


All the Kremlin’s bluff and bluster of the last four years have 
only served to conceal the central reality, which has been the active, 
intensive build-up of Soviet military strength. The new phase is 
now opening, just as it did in Hitler’s case, because the rearma- 
ment effort has begun to produce solid results. Hence the Kremlin 
is encouraged, just as Hitler was, to take larger measures and to 
run greater risks. 


A great dea] of pure nonsense has been talked and written on 
this head, mainly to the effect that the Soviet Union has enjoyed 
dominant military’ power ever since the end of World War II. In 
point of fact, however, from the end of the war until this year, 
the Soviet Union had no atomic bomb, no air defense whatever, 
and no solid industrial base. The Western confederation, on the 
other hand, possessed atomic bombs. Despite demobilization, the 
Western confederation also retained the strategic air power to de- 
liver these bombs to the undefended cities of Russia. This situation 
was a decisive deterrent as long as it lasted. 


Reverse But this situation has now been liquidated by So- 
viet rearmament. As Secretary for Air Stuart Sym- 
ington pointed out in his courageous and illuminating Texas speech, 
the Kremlin has not merely overcome all the difficulties. listed 
above, it has also built up the greatest air force and submarine fleet 
in the world, to supplement the Red Army’s strength. | 
The Kremlin’s planners are justified in deriving a glowing new 
self-confidence from their revolutionary. readjustment of the world 
power balance. This new self-confidence is already being reflected, 
moreover, in certain actions which have received far -too little 
attention in the American press. ,
